At the opening round of the CMC 
Golden State MX Nationals in 
Castaic, California, January 5-7, 
125cc National MX Champion Mike 
Kiedrowski (Hon) was the overall 
winner in the 125cc Pro class. Dean 
Matson (Suz) won the 250cc Pro 
class, while Mike Healey (KTM) took 
the 500cc Pro class win and was the 
runner-up to Kiedrowski in the 125cc 
Pro class. 


Round two of the Florida Winter 
AMA MX Series at Hyman Myers 
Speedway in Tallahassee on Jan- 
uary 7 saw Chris Coleman (Kaw) 
repeat his opening round victory 
in the 125cc Pro class, this time 
winning both motos while Jay 
Mann (Kaw) was second both 
times out. John Dowd (Suz) 
topped the 250cc Pro division 
with a 1-1 performance and Fred 
Andrews (Suz) finished second 
overall with a 2-2 day. 


Damon Bradshaw (Yam) outdueled 
500cc National Champion Jeff Ward 
(Kaw) to win the 250cc Pro class at 
the second round of the southern 
portion of GFI Racing’s California 
Winter MX Series at Barona Oaks 
in Ramona, California, January 7. 
Ryan Hughes (Kaw) was the overall 
winner in the 125cc Pro class, and 
Gordon Ward (Hon) was the 500cc 
Pro class winner. 


Tyson Vohland (Suz) won both 
125cc Pro class motos at the 
opening round of the northern half 
of GFI’s Racing California Winter 
MX Series at Sandhill Ranch in 
Brentwood, California, January 7. 
Tyson's brother Tallon Vohland 
(Kaw) scored the overall victory in 
both the 250 and 500cc Pro 
classes. 


The opening round of the AMA 











Invitational Indoor Pro Ice Race 
Series at Peoria, Illinois, on J#nuary 
6 was won by Chuck Springsteen 
(Hon). Eddie Morris (Hon) finished 
second with Bryan Villella (Hon) 
taking third. 


The 49th running of the Daytona 
200 on March 11 is shaping up 
as an “‘us versus them” battle not 
seen on the 3.56-mile road race 
course since the early 1980s. The 
“them” include the British and 
their invasion is headed by the 
Loctite Yamaha team of Rob 
McElnea, who took the injured 
Bubba Shobert’s place on the 
Cabin Honda GP team last year, 
and Terry Rymer, winner of the 
final ‘89 World Championship 
Superbike Series round. 


Other Brits headed for Florida 
include a three-rider squad from 
Honda Britain led by Formula One 
World Champion Carl Fogarty. 
Veteran Roger Burnett and up-and- 


` comer Jamie Witham round out the 


squad. 


West Germany’s Martin Wimmer, 
who finished fifth in last year’s 
Daytona 200, will return and will 
compete on a Yamaha OW01. The 
long-time 250cc GP star will also 
enter the International Light- 
weight race aboard a Team Hein 
Gericke Aprilia. 


Australian Paul Lewis, who many 
will remember for his competitive 
rides in Grand Prix Twins compe- 
tition at Daytona, will have a works 
Ducati for the 200. The entry, 
formerly the mount of Raymond 
Roche in the ’89 World Champion- 
ship Superbike Series, has the back- 
ing of Britain’s Sports Motor Cycles. 


Longtime Cycle News contributor 
Alan Cathcart has become the 
first motorcycle writer to be 
awarded the prestigious Pierre 
Dreyfus Award, which was pres- 
ented to him by the London-based 
Guild of Motoring Writers, an 
international body with members 
from Japan to the U.S., Australia 
to Italy. Cathcart received a silver 
trophy and a check for 1000 
pounds (approximately $1600) 
from Lord Stratcarron, president 











of the Guild, at the organization's 
annual dinner at the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club in Pall Mall, England, 
on December 6. The Pierre Drey- 
fus Award is given annually to the 
journalist or author who in the 
opinion of a jury composed of 
Guild members has acheived the 
highest level of professional 
excellence in motorsports writing 
during the year in question. In its 
citation, the jury specifically listed 
“the unique contribution to 
motorcycle journalism repres- 
ented over the years by Alan 
Cathcart’s track tests of current 
and historic Grand Prix racing 
motorcycles.” 


On receiving the award, Cathcart 
said, “Winning awards is always 
nice, but when the people doing the 
awarding are one’s professional 
peers, the winning is twice as nice. 
Such recognition by my colleagues 
only encourages me to redouble my 
efforts to continue to test and write 
about the most exotic and advanced 
designs on two wheels, of today and 
yesteryear.” 


Motocross legend Bob Hannah 
will temporarily switch from two- 
wheel racing to four-wheel racing 
seeing as how he has been invited 
to compete in the Toyota Pro/ 
Celebrity Race at the Grand Prix 
of Long Beach, California, April 
20-22. Hannah joins Kenny 
Roberts, who drove in the 1985 
event (and whose name is still 
emblazoned on the car, which is 
used in a drivers school at south- 
ern California's Willow Springs 
International Raceway), as the 
only other motorcycle racing star 
to be invited to compete in the 
annual event. Hannah will com- 
pete as a pro rather than as a 
celebrity, meaning he’ll have to 
start at the back of the pack with 
auto racing greats like Dan Gur- 
ney and Parnelli Jones. Show ‘em 
the way, Hurricane! 


Scott Guthrie of Tallahassee, Flor- 
ida, will put veteran road racer John 
Long in the saddle of a Yamaha 
TZ250A on the AMA 250cc GP 
circuit this season. Racing under the 
Scott Guthrie Racing banner, Long 
will “probably” also be on hand at 


Team Marlboro Roberts had its first race outing in Hickman, California, on December 31. No, they didn’t 
compete in a GP, but (left to right) John Kocinski, Wayne Rainey and World Champion Eddie Lawson did 
compete in a Yamaha YSR50 race on a newly-constructed mini-road race course on Kenny Roberts’ ranch. 
Lawson was the hands-down (knees-down?) winner of the informal race, although it must be reported that 
he brought what appeared to be a highly-modified YSR50, complete with mechanic, to King Kenny's 38th 
Birthday/New Year's Eve happening. 
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the Laguna Seca GP. Guthrie will 
take the TZ250 to the Bonneville Salt 
Flats in August where it’ll join his 
stable of TZ750-based bikes as he 
attempts to add’ more world land 
speed records to his ever-growing 
list. When Guthrie’s not trackside at 
a road race or streaking down the 
Salt Flats, he competes in senior- 
class swim meets. Competing in the 
45-49 age bracket, Guthrie set four 
world records last year and says most 
of the times were faster than those 
he logged in swimming competition 
while in college. “There is hope for 
all of us over 45,” said Guthrie. 


Representatives of four firms re- 
cently presented technical semin- 
ars to students at the Phoenix, 
Arizona, campus of Motorcycle 
Mechanics Institute. Lee Chapin 
and Vince Howard of Mikuni 
American Corp. presented a car- 
buretion and fuel system seminar, 
Les Hedges of BRM Brush Co. 
presented a tool seminar, Tony 
McAndrews of Bridgestone Tire 
Co. presented a tire seminar, and 
Bill Oleson of NGK Spark Plugs 
(USA), Inc. presented a spark plug 
seminar. In addition, the four 
firms donated products or training | 
materials to MMI. 


Dal Smilie, an attorney from Helena, 
Montana, was recently elected as the 
chairman of the Montana Motor- 
cycle Safety Advisory Committee, 
according to Nancy Keenan, Mon- 
tana State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction. Montana Governor Stan 
Stephens appointed Smilie, along 
with five other members, to the 
committee which will advise the 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion and the Department of Justice 
on motorcycle safety issues. Smilie 
will continue to serve as vice chair- 
man of the AMA Board of Trustees 
and chairman of the American 
Motorcycle Safety Foundation. 


Excise taxes, ranging from 1% to 
2.5%, on off-road vehicles, 
recreational vehicles, pleasure 
boats and camping equipment are 
being proposed by the Bush 
Administration. Although some 
Administration officials are con- 
cerned that the excise taxes might 
break Bush's “no new taxes” 
campaign pledge, the taxes are 
described as ‘‘user fees” in the 
Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB) draft. The taxes, 
which would help pay for a variety 
of environmental and recreational 
programs, will be included in the 
President's fiscal 1991 budget 
which will be submitted to Con- 
gress this month. 


` The Sharper Image, a retail store/ 


mail order firm, is offering $21,900 
customized Harley-Davidsons in its 
January catalog. The bikes are the 
work of Tom Perkins, the third- 
generation owner of the Dudley 
Perkins Company, a Harley- 
Davidson dealership in San Fran- 
cisco. It’s mentioned in the sales 
pitch for the bikes that Sharper 
Image founder/owner Richard 
Thalheimer owns eight Harleys. 


Let’s Ride Video Magazine folded 
after one issue, closing its doors 
on December 8, just two weeks 
after the first issue was mailed to 
subscribers. According to the 
video magazine's editor, Joe 
Parkhurst, “The effort was under- 
capitalized. It’s a shame.” A 
shame in light of the fact that the 
first issue made for very enjoyable 
viewing, in that it was profession- 
ally done and covered a wide 
range of subjects — from the 
Peoria TT to a visit with Malcolm 





Smith at his Colorado home. 
According to Parkhurst, subscrib- 
ers “‘got their money back" from 
publisher Alan Bloom. 


The 1990 NMA World Mini Grand 
Prix in Las Vegas, Nevada, which 
was originally scheduled for April 6- 
8 has been rescheduled and will take 
place April 20-22. The Pre-Prix 
warm-up event will be held on April 
1 in Las Vegas. 


Orlando, Florida's Honda-Kawa- 
saki World has changed its name 
+ to Cycle Marine Center. The 
change was made in light of the 
fact that the dealership recently 
took on Kawasaki and Suzuki 
outboards. It will be the home for 
the CMC Racing Team which is 
headed by race coordinator Scott 
Taylor. 


Harley-Davidson and the North- 
western University Traffic Institute 
of Evanston, Illinois, are taking their 
five-day, 40-hour police motorcycle 
training course on the road. “The 
fact that police motorcyclists are 
required to negotiate many different 
riding situations and all kinds of 
terrain creates the need for advanced 
riding skills that can’t be learned 
without specialized training,” said 
Jon Syverson, Harley’s manager of 
police sales. The first police training 
class ever held away from company 
grounds in Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, 
was taught recently in Kansas, 
training members of that state’s 
highway patrol. The course is pres- 
ented by the National Police Motor- 
cycle Academy under the guidance 
of the Northwestern University 
Traffic Institute. 


Harley-Davidson also sponsors 
the Police Motorcycle Instructor 
Training Course. The purpose of 
this course is to train participants 
so that they can teach proper 
motorcycle patrol procedures to 
other members of their depart- 
ments. The two-week course 
includes the week-long police 
motorcycle operation training 
course. The latter course is 
intense, covering areas that are 
. musts for police motorcyclists, 
such as pursuit techniques, escort 
duty, defensive driving and 
motorcycle maintenance. 


R.J. Reynolds Tobacco, makers of 
Camel cigarettes, will once again 
back the 18-event 1990 Camel Super- 
cross Series, which begins January 
27 in Anaheim, California, with a 
$125,000 point fund. Camel intro- 
duced the point fund for last year’s 
series, and like last year the Camel 
Supercross Champion will win 
$50,000, with the runner-up receiv- 








ing $25,000. The fund pays down to 
10th place, with the 10th-place rider 
earning a $1000 bonus. Another 
$25,000 will be awarded at the series 
finale in Los Angeles, California, 
June 23, in the 125cc Camel Shoo- 
tout. The top 10 riders from the 
Eastern and Western Regional 
Supercross Series will compete for a 
$10,000 first-place prize in a 15-lap 
main event. 


Coors Extra Gold is also returning 
to help back the Camel Super- 
cross Series. Of the 18 events on 
schedule, 17 will be called the 
Coors Extra Gold Super Chal- 
lenge, and Coors Extra Gold will 
award some $110,000 in prize 
money to supercross riders in 
1990. Besides first-place prize 
money at each Super Challenge 
event, $1000 will also go to the 
rider who receives the Extra Gold 
Extra Effort Award, which is 


- determined by voting by members 


of the media for the rider who puts 
in an exceptional effort in the heat 
races. At the end of the season, 
the rider who receives the most 
Extra Effort Awards will receive 
a $5000 bonus from Coors. 


Speaking of money: AMA profes- 
sional racers collected a record $4.1 
million in purse, point fund and 
contingent awards in 1989. AMA 
produced 231 professional races 
during the ’89 season and those 
events paid purses in excess of $2.5 
million. Contingent award sponsors 
paid another $943,000 to riders based 
on their performances in various 
AMA-sanctioned races and series. 
Sponsor purse and point fund con- 
tributions added another $676,000 to 
the tally and lifted the season total 
over $4.1 million, The largest single 
contributor to the 1989 prize fund 
total was RJR/Nabisco’s Camel 
brand, which sponsored the AMA’s 
Camel Pro Series and Camel Super- 
cross Series. Camel’s 1989 purse and 
point fund awards for the two 
programs totaled $550,000. 


Al Burke, the chairman of the 
board of the White Plate Flat 
Trackers Association, had his 
garage in Richfield, Minnesota, 
broken into on December 9 and 
is missing a Harley-Davidson KR 
hardtail dirt track frame that had 
been drilled and lightened and 
freshly painted Imron black. Also 
taken was a set of KR forks that 
had been machined and lightened 
and also painted Imron black, a 
black gas tank with a white H-D 
painted on it, a KR seat and Bates 
pillion pad, and a pair of KR dirt 
track wheels. If you have any

Understanding tires: 
An unbiased look at radials 


In last week’s column, we told you 
what to look for when purchasing 
tires. This week, we'll explain the 
differences between radial and bias- 
ply construction, and provide some 
guidelines on tire maintenance. 

Radial street tires have increased 
in popularity to the point that today 
many motorcycle manufacturers fit 
them as original equipment. The 
primary advantage of a radial is its 
lower operating’ temperature — a 
bias-ply tire generates more heat due 
to friction between its internal 
components. This decrease in fric- 
tion allows tire manufacturers 
greater leeway in choosing tread 
compounds — using the same tread 
compound on a radial that they use 
on their bias-ply tires would increase 
tire life; while using a softer, stickier 
compound would offer increased 
grip, yet retain wear qualities com- 
parable to that of a bias-ply. 

The increased flexibility of a 
radial’s casing enlarges the size of the 
tread’s contact patch for improved 
traction, and also helps cushion road 
shocks for improved ride quality. 
Thus, suspension can be set stiffer 
to improve high-speed handling. 
Radial tires also “grow” less at high 
speeds than do bias-ply tires — a 
bias-ply’s cords sometimes bend 
outward, which can cause the tire to 
handle unpredictably. A reduction in 
unsprung weight can also be claimed 
since radials have less internal 
components and weigh less. 

However, if there is one disadvan- 
tage arising from a radial’s flexibil- 
ity, it is a reduction in rider feedback. 
Radials tend to squirm under brak- 
ing, resulting in a vague sensation, 
especially while the bike is leaned 
over: The feeling is disconcerting at 
first, but most riders will become 
accustomed to it with time. Recent 
developments have begun to reverse 
this trend, and in the future radials 
will likely offer improved feedback. 





Should you fit radial tires? The 
real question is can you? Radial tires 
require wide rims, typically at least 
3.0 inches at the rear and 2.5 at front. 
If your bike has narrower rims, you'd 
be better off sticking with (pun 
intended) bias-plies. 

If you'd like to switch to radials 
(or wider-than-stock bias-ply tires, 
for that matter), make sure there’s 
adequate clearance between the front 
fender and fork tubes, and between 
the swingarm, brake stay arm and 
chain. Note that it’s possible for a 
smaller-sized tire to be wider than a 
larger-sized one, especially in the 
case of different brands. Also, com- 
bining different tire brands and/or 
radial and bias-plies requires that 
you check with your dealer in regards 
to their compatability. 

Once you’ve chosen a set of tires, 
you'll need to have them mounted 
and, in the case of street tires, 
properly balanced. Dirt riders can 
probably change a set of knobbies 
themselves in the garage with tire 
irons; street riders would be better 
off visiting their dealer. 

If you have spoked wheels you 
will, of course, require the proper- 
sized tubes and a rim protector to 
prevent the spoke nipples from 
puncturing the tube from the inside. 

Balancing is worthwhile since it 
results in longer tire life and a 
smoother ride. There are two types 
of balancing — spin and static. Spin 
balancing is foolproof in that it uses 
a strobe light; the accuracy of static 
balancing depends largely upon the 
skill of the mechanic — when done 
properly, the results are comparable. 

With your wheels now reinstalled 
and properly aligned, you’re ready 
to hit the road. And while tires are 
relatively low-maintenance, they do 
require some attention. 

Be sure to break the tires in slowly, 
since some slippery mold release may 
be left on the treads. Gradually ease 
into corners until they’re scuffed. 

Periodically check your tires’ 
inflation — it varies from tire to tire 
and with load. Most tire sidewalls 
are marked with the inflation values 
the manufacturer determined was 
optimum for cold running. If you 
were to check them immediately after 
a ride you'd notice a slight rise in 
tire pressure — typically 2-4 psi. 

Inspect the condition of the tread 
for signs of uneven wear. Underin- 
flation results in wear along the 
outer edges of the tread and stress 
marks on the sidewalls; overinflation 
wears the center of the tread. Also, 
inspect the valve stem, ensuring that 
the cap is on and the core is tight. 

Keeping your tires correctly 
inflated is the key to prolonged life 
— both for the tires and the rider.

Senator Wilson and the 
tortoise 


I was outraged by a letter I recently 
received from Senator Pete Wilson 
regarding the pending endangered 
species listing of the desert tortoise. 
Senator Wilson’s letter states: “As 
you may know, a fatal respiratory 
disease has killed off an alarming 
number of the desert tortoise and 
threatened the species with extinc- 
tion. This matter is intensified when 
the additional threats posed to the 
tortoise by predatory ravens and off- 
road vehicles are considered.” 

Although the listing process takes 
into consideration studies conducted 
by the Bureau of Land Management 
and other interested parties, none of 
these studies has conclusively iden- 
tified the species as “threatened with 
extinction” or threatened by off-road 
vehicle activities. First of all, the 
population statistics of the desert 
tortoise are only short-lived and we 
do not know whether the decline, if 
any, is a natural occurrence of the 
species in drought conditions or not. 





Those of us who race and ride for 
recreation in the California desert 
know only too well how much land 
will be impassable for us should the 
listing be permanently adopted. We 
have already lost the Fremont Valley, 
a popular pitting and riding area. 
Unfortunately, some of our govern- 
ment officials are being hornswaggled 
into accepting unsubstantiated data 
as “evidence” that off-road vehicles 
have contributed to the decline, if 
there is in fact any decline. 

Although Senator Wilson's office 
has been contacted and a statement 
has been issued that they did not 
intend to single out any user group, 
I urge any of you who receive this 
letter to contact Senator Wilson’s 
office and advise them that statistical 
reviews have yet “proved” that off- 
road vehicles have threatened the 
existence of the tortoise.

I could not believe that the highly 
respected district for off-road racing 
would stoop so low as to allow its 
membership to buy points. This 
action is the ultimate slap in the face 
to those racers who took the time and 
effort and expense to attend the 
Bishop and Barstow hearings. In my 
opinion, if the district riders cannot 
attend the hearings out of desire to 
save their sport and land, but are 
willing to attend to gain points, then 
they don’t deserve the right to use 
the lands. 

I have been involved in the fight 
to save our sport for a long time. I 
have attended many meetings, 
representing the various organiza- 
tions to which I belong and almost 
always the attendance of off-roaders 
was poor.

Bradshaw, who is the defending 
125cc National Supercross Cham- 
pion, had little trouble dealing with 
the 250cc field. He said, “I feel like 
I’m at home at the Florida series. My 
career started here, my friends are 
here and it’s just a lot more fun than 
the California events.” Bradshaw left 
for the West Coast after his win here. 

Winner in the 125cc class, Chris 
Coleman, explained with a broad 
smile, “We had two feet of snow on 
the ground when I left New York. 
There was no way that I could train 
there. I was out of shape and 30 
minutes seemed like a long time 
today.” 

The  Worldsports-promoted, 
AMA-sanctioned series is sponsored 
by Yamaha, Honda, Scott: USA, 
Powermist, Barrs Competition, 
Answer, Gear, Tsubaki, Dunlop, PJ- 
1, Chariot Trailers, and Motorworld. 
A record $300,000 in purse, trophies, 
merchandise and contingency 
awards make this not only the 
longest running, but one of the most 
prestigious series in the nation today.

Coleman closed on Mann and the 
pair swapped the lead for six laps. 
On lap seven, Coleman broke away 
from an even match to control the 
race.

The 250cc Pro opener saw Brad- 
shaw quickly putting his Mike 
Chavez prepped, MX Fox/Scott 
USA/Rocky’s Sport/D.I.D/NGK- 
sponsored Yamaha into a virtually 
unchallenged. lead. Bradshaw said, 
“I felt good. My timing was on, but 
I got tired out there. Isaw a Kawasaki 
behind me (Gene Naumec) and made 
sure that he stayed back there.” 

The real race was for second 
between John Dowd, Ross Pederson, 
Dennis Hawthorne, Fred Andrews 
and Naumec. By lap three Naumec’s 
Team Green/Maxima/Scott/Pro 
Circuit-boosted Kawasaki had knifed 
through the front-runners, into 
second spot.

Eddie Hicks edged out Gordon 
Ward for the Open Pro class win. 
Both riders ended in a tie after the 
two motos, but Hicks’ tie-breaking 
victory in round two pushed him 
over the top. 

Matiasevich almost turned away 
from the event after he arrived at 
Perris and found a long line to get 
in the front gate. He couldn’t get in 
since the pits were already filled with 
nearly 700 entrants and overflowing 
onto the dirt road and fields sur- 
rounding the facility, but fortunately 
Matiasevich’s father had arrived 
earlier and saved him a spot.

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Test: 1990 KTM 250 E/XC Enduro 3 
Zeroing in on perfection

is serious about off- 
roading. This is 
obvious when eye- 


ing the 1990 KTM 250 E/XC. Aside 
from a few minor parts, the KTM 


250 E/XC is an all-new motorcycle 
from the ground up. It has a new- 
fledged engine, which now includes 
a right-side kickstarter and a two- 
valve power-valve system, a rede- 
signed frame with a removable box- 
section aluminum rear subframe and 
revamped suspension components. 

The E/XC is the finished product 
of in-depth race and development 
work by multi-time National MX 
Champion Broc Glover — R&D 
work conducted -while he was in 
Europe contesting the 1989 250cc 
World Championship MX Series — 
and 1989 European Two-Day 
Enduro Series Champion and former 
ISDE overall winner Dick Wicksell 
of, Sweden. Former U.S. National 
Enduro Champions Kevin Hines 
and Dick Burleson also had input 
in the final development stages of the 
E/XC. Internally, except for a 
slightly lower compression ratio, 
and different ignition and gear 
ratios, the E/XC is pretty much the 
same as the bike Glover rode on the 
GP circuit. 

Last year, the KTM 250 Enduro 
was a top contender in the compet- 
itive race for best production 250cc 
(or overall) enduro motorcycle 
honors. Without a doubt it was the 
best out-of-the-crate performer, but 
with minor modifications to the 
debutant Suzuki RMX250 and 
Yamaha YZ250WR, and the com- 
pletely revamped Kawasaki KDX200, 
the race for the number-one position 
was neck-and-neck. 


Taking a closer look 


The KTM’s water-cooled, 248.6cc 
engine features many changes such 
as a new power-valve system that 
KTM calls the Twin Valve Control. 
With conventional power-valve 
designs, the valve (or valves) adjust 
only the exhaust port height, accord- 


ing to rpm. The KTM, on the other 
hand, has two separate power-valves 
— one for the exhaust ports and 
another for the two boost ports 
located next to the main ports. The 
addition of the second power-valve 
system is to further broaden the 
powerband over the conventional 
single power-valve design. 


For better heat dissipation, the 
cylinder head is now sealed by two 
O-rings, instead of a single O-ring 
and a fiber gasket. Plus, the cylinder 
lining has a Nikasil coating. 

Another big change this year is the 
switch to a case-reed-valve induction 
system from the _ piston-port, 
cylinder-reed-valve design. However, 
an inherent problem with this design 
is the loss of some compression in 
the crankcase area, so to compensate 
for this problem, nylon inserts were 
put into the crankshaft to raise 
compression back up to the necessary 
operating level. 

A new low-boy exhaust pipe has 
different specifications to match the 
new cylinder. Attached to the back 
of the pipe is a rather large alum- 
inum silencer with a U.S. Forestry- 
approved Sparky spark arrester. 

Handling the fuel/air mixture is 
the same 38mm flat-slide Keihin 
carburetor that was used last year. 
However, it has all-new jetting to 
match the new cylinder and exhaust 
pipe. 

The wet, multi-disc clutch has 
been beefed up by increasing the 
clutch plate surface diameter by 20%, 
plus a hard coating has been applied 
to the plates to keep them from 
digging into the fingers of the clutch 
basket. The entire clutch assembly 
is now covered by a two-piece mag- 
nesium clutch case. The plates can 
now be serviced without having to 
remove the entire clutch case. 

The five-speed, wide-ratio trans- 
mission now has straight-cut spur 
gears instead of undercut gears for 
better shifting action while under a 
load. 

Sturdy and long-lasting steel 
sprockets are used, as is a durable 
O-ring final drive chain. 

KTMs in the past have always had 
left-side kickstarters, but the 


Austrian-based company has rev- 
ersed that for 1990. The kickstarter 
lever now exits the engine cases on 
the right, while the drive chain is 
now on the left, instead of the right. 

To compensate for the ‘“‘back- 
wards” motor, the frame is basically 
redesigned, although its geometry 
remains the same.as before. And not

only is the frame changed, but it’s 
been built significantly stronger and 
lighter. According to KTM, the 
chromemoly steel frame is two 
pounds lighter than last year’s frame, 
but rigidity has been increased by 
angling the tubes more efficiently 
and beefing up the pivot areas. The 
rear subframe is now constructed out 
of aluminum with square, rather 
than round, tubing. 

The upside-down White Power 
4054 Multi-Adjuster fork is basically 
the same as last year’s fork except 
that the hydraulic stop at the bottom 
has been modified and the spring rate 
is slightly different. The fork sports 
11.8 inches of wheel travel. 

Valving changes and new spring 
rates have been made to the single- 
shock rear suspension system. ‘The 
shock linkages have been beefed up 
and there’s a new ratio to achieve a 
flatter curve than before. Wheel 
travel is 12.6 inches. 

The same disc brakes are found on 
the new KTM, but the rear disc has 
new mounts to help dissipate heat 
a little better. The front disc brake 
master cylinder is bigger as well. 

Metzeler Motocross tires come 
stock on the KTM, wrapped around 
21-inch front and 18-inch rear 
wheels. \ 

The new gas tank holds 2.6 gallons 
but an optional 3.3-gallon tank will 
be available for what KTM claims 
will be a “special” price. 

Other features include a mechan- 
ical odometer, headlight and tail- 
light, Arrow handlebars, plastic boot 
guards around the swingarm pivot 
area, sidestand, aluminum front 
fender brace and a usable tool kit. 
Unfortunately, the bike doesn’t come 
with any kind of hand guards. 
Hmmm... 





The overall package weighs a 
claimed 224.8 lb. dry. 
Trailin’ 

We first rode the E/XC at the 
Tecate 250K Enduro in Baja Cali- 
fornia, Mexico, and after completing 
the 145 miles of muscle-cramping, 
tight, twisty and rocky trails, we were 
nothing less than impressed. 

Its potent motor left us in awe. Not 
only does the 248cc two-stroke 
powerplant turn out exceptional 
low-end horsepower, it also produces 
strong pulling power from mid- 
range on up. The E/XC has plenty 
of power throughout the powerband 
and delivers it in a smooth and 
predictable manner. 

On tight and twisty trails, second 
and third gears are usually all that’s 
needed. Between these two gears, the 
KTM will cover plenty of ground 
slowly or quickly. Fhe motor has so 
much bottom end that you can 
almost ride it like a four-stroke by 
letting it chug its way in and out 
of the turns. You don’t need to keep 
the motor revving all the time by 
fanning the clutch and keeping the 
rear tire spinning like you do riding 
a motocrosser. But if that’s your style 
of riding, the KTM will handle it. 
It can be either chugged or revved. 

When the trails open up the E/ 
XC really flies. It’s a very fast 
motorcycle when you get the chance 
to open up the throttle and you will 
probably never have to gear it higher 
for most enduros. At the other 
extreme, we found first gear to be 
extremely low and only useful for 
those trials-like, leg-paddling 
sections. 

Throttle response is crispy clean 
and the motor seems to be very 
reliable. At the Tecate Enduro, all 
but the..first tank of. gasoline is 
supplied by the host motorcycle club, 
and the gas they were forced to use 
was low-grade Mexican Pemex gas- 
oline, pre-mixed with Maxima oil. 
Despite the low-octane gas, our KTM 
ran like a charm. It didn’t ping or 
suffer any of the side-effects of the 
low-grade gasoline.

As far as gas mileage, the KTM 
went pretty far on the stock 2.6- 
gallon fuel tank. Just as the first gas 
stop at the Tecate Enduro came into 
view at exactly 46 miles, our KTM 
rolled to a stop with a dry tank. Not 
bad. 

Not only did the motor survive the 
low-octane. fuel situation at Tecate, 
but it also endured the unusually 
dusty conditions there. Despite the 
air filter becoming completely 
clogged with dirt, which made the 
motorcycle run richer, in turn clog- 
ging the spark arrester, the E/XC 
kept motoring along with authority. 
It did, however, lose some of its 
throttle response off the bottom of 
the rpm range. Nonetheless, it pulled 
through with flying colors. 

Because of the tractor-pulling 
engine, you can almost ignore the 
clutch. But if you do find yourself 
in those slow-going situations where 
the clutch is a must — such as when 
you’re stuck on the side of a rocky 
hill or in the mud — the clutch seems 
to be strong enough to get the job 
done. We did use the clutch a lot at 
Tecate and in another enduro, and 
we never saw any signs of it over- 
heating or fading. The clutch lever 
has a light pull for one- or two-finger 
operation. 

The five-speed gearbox worked 
well. It shifts smoothly and easily, 
although we did find an occasional 
false neutral, and it would also 
occasionally produce a noticeable 
“clunk” when shifting under a load, 
and without the aid of the clutch. 
All in all, we had no real complaints 
about the transmission. 

The suspension was capable of 
handling anything the trails could 
dish out, but the fork could’ve used 
some help. Up front, our KTM felt 
a little harsh over rocks and the tire 
would regularly contact the fender 
near the bottom of its stroke. The 
fork springs are too soft, which let 


the fork sag to nearly mid-stroke, 
causing the harsh ride over rocks and 
small bumps. KTM offers heavier 
fork springs which should smooth 
out the fork action. 

The rear suspension, on the other 
hand, is dialed in much better than 
the front. You can hold the throttle 
wide open over the gnarliest terrain 
and not worry about the back end 
swapping out or kicking badly. 
Instead, you can concentrate on other 
things like keeping an eye on your 
route sheet and timekeeping equip- 
ment. Both the fork and shock 
require a long break-in period, 
according to KTM. 

Overall straight-line stability is 
first-rate, even when jamming over 
big rolling whoop-de-doos, so com- 
monly found in sandy terrain. Plus, 
both the fork and shock work well 


in fast- and slow-speed situations. 

Although the front end feels a little 
heavy, the KTM steers well through 
corners. You can flick it from turn 
to turn with ease and the Metzeler 
front tire sticks well to a variety of 
terrain. 

Slowing down for turns is simple. 
Both the front and rear brakes are 
very strong and progressive. Those 
who like to drag the rear stopper 
through the turns should know that 
it will survive the beating. On the 
extremely twisty trails at the Tecate 
Enduro, where the rear brake was 
used constantly, we experienced no 
hint of fading or losing stopping 
power. 

The KTM E/XC isn’t exactly a 
light motorcycle, but it’s not what 
you would call a porker, either. It’s 
a well-balanced machine that won’t 
wear the rider down prematurely. 
Much of this also has to do with its 
comfortable layout. The seat is firm, 
the Arrow handlebars are easy to 
reach, the Magura levers fit like a 
glove, the handlebar grips do the job, 
and the overall feel is slim and 
narrow. It is a comfortable motor- 
cycle. 

As far as reliability goes, we 
covered approximately 250 miles 
worth of good, hard enduro trails on 
the-E/XC and the only thing that 
came loose or broke was the kick- 
stand (what else is new on an enduro 
bike?), which fell off after we'd 
tallied 120 miles. Everything else 
stayed intact; all we did was lube the 
chain a couple of times and clean 
the air filter once and the KTM ran 
great. The only modification we 
made was the installation of a set of 
aftermarket Bark Busters hand 
guards. It could use a new rear tire 
now, though. 

And one last bonus — the easy- 
to-use odometer was spot on at both 
enduros that we rode the KTM. 


250 miles later 


If you are in the market fora new 
off-road motorcycle, you should 
definitely consider the KTM 250 E/ 
XC. Not only is it one of, if not the 


best out-of-the-crate off-road bikes 
we've ever ridden, it’s in the same 
price category as its main Japanese- 
made competitors, the Yamaha 
YZ250WR and the Suzuki RMX250. 
And not only is it priced right, you 
don’t need any aftermarket add-ons 
to make it competitive off the show- 
room floor (well, hand guards would 
be nice). 

You also might want to consider 
that KTM will be offering a fairly 
extensive contingency program for 
KTM riders at many selected events, 
such as National hare and hounds, 
enduros, hare scrambles and the 
Casey Folks’ Best in The Desert 
Series. 

Overall, the KTM E/XC is awell- 
rounded package for both the serious 
and casual off-road motorcyclist. It 
handles well, has good suspension, 


the motor is fantastic, and it seems 
to be very reliable.

enny Roberts has never 
been accused of being shy. 
The outspoken young rider 


who went to Europe in 1978 and won 
the first of three World Champion- 
ships in the premier 500cc class is 
now the outspoken head of the most 
powerful GP road racing team ever 
assembled. But Roberts isn’t sitting 
back and preparing to just enjoy the 
fruit of victory this season, he’s 
looking ahead. In the following 
interview, conducted at his northern 
California ranch by long-time GP 
follower Henny Ray Abrams, 
Roberts speaks out on what he feels 
is needed to keep GP road racing 
alive and well. 





















































You think there’s a problem with 
500cc GP racing in the future with 
not having enough bikes on the track 
and that someone would have to 
come out and develop an engine. 
Yeah, that’s right. 
How far away is that? 
If I was moving at my pace it would 
be '91, but because you have to have 
more people moving than just me 
it might be ’92, ’93, who knows. 
What are we talking about here, an 
independent engine? 
We need an independent engine that 
people can buy, just the engine, and 
compete with class A equipment. 
And you expect this engine would 
be competitive? 
I don’t think you could put Domi- 
nique Sarron on it and do any better 
than he did running his Honda, but 
I don’t think he’d do any worse. 
And you’d still have to come up with 
a frame? 
The frame will be a specification 
made for a frame. They can do 
anything they want for it, but there 
will be a standard specification for 
a frame that will handle as good as 
our bike does right now. 
You think that IRTA (International 
Racing Team Association) are the 
people that need to do this as a 
group? 
I think that IRTA, as it stands at 
the moment, probably couldn’t get 
it done as a single group. I think 
that you have to have a tie-in with 
a Japanese company, obviously for 
the technology. That’s what I would 
like to do, is try to find the companies 
that could do the engine, supply the 
blueprints, have it made to a spec- 
ification and if it runs like the specs 
say it should run, people can buy 
an engine within 10 horsepower of 
what we have or so. The important 
thing is that they can buy a four- 





cylinder motorcycle that runs, that’s 
competitive. 

And we’re not talking about leasing, 
we're talking about buying. What 
sort of price are we talking about? 

I would say in the range, give or take 
$20,000, probably $50-$60,000 tops. 
What’s the advantage of having that 
in the 500cc class, if they can be 
competitive on a 250? 

Somewhere along the line we have 
to establish what’s the number one 
class anyway. Obviously it’s the 500. 
And riders who just buy motorcycles 
just because they can make a living 
running third or fourth I’m not real 
interested in anyway. We're inter- 
ested in teams that want to buy 
equipment to build teams. To put 
good riders on, so they can run in

the front of the pack in the 500 race. 
And with establishing that team, 
then they can go on and on and on 
and on. First we have to make a 500 
team profitable. And when you pay 
one million dollars to lease two 500 
motorcycles from a Japanese factory, 
obviously your cost goes up tremend- 
ously. If you could have a bike cost 
of $500,000 a year that would include 
your development, wheels, every- 
thing after five years then you can 
start analyzing. The problem with 
the Japanese companies now, as I 
listen to the private teams, is that 
they have to spend a million dollars 
for a 500 and they have to give them 
back at the end of the year. They 
spend another million — that’s not 
counting wheels, spare parts — that’s

too big a chunk of money. If they 
could cut that down toa third, which 
they could easily, and still run the 
same quality of team, then they start 
to make some money and they can 
put it back into the motorcycle in 
their own development, or work the 
sponsorship up and work the team 
up and say okay I want to buy 
Japanese motorcycles or I want this 
or I want that. 

Have you had any talks with any 
factories about doing this? 

Well, just Yamaha. They’re very 
interested in doing it. Trouble is the 
manpower is all trying to do what 
we're doing now and to add more 
manpower to do something else is 
not an easy thing to do. And to be 
honest, I don’t work on it every day.

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What about the notion of going to 
a three-cylinder or smaller displace- 
ment? 

Oh that’s a great idea, what the hell 
is that going to do for you? 

Lower costs. 

Why, because there’s one cylinder 
missing. No, no, that’s silly. 

And lower displacement wouldn’t 
lower costs either? 

No, lower displacement you just go 
for the lighter stuff which is going 
to come. I’m not one of the people 
that are keen on lowering the cost 
of the big boys. When people say to 
me lower cost it means we’re not 
playing the big game. Do we want 
to reduce it to AMA-type racing or 
do we want to build it up to Grand 
Prix type racing? What I would like 
to see done is somebody build the 
concept of having teams make 
money so that they could afford to 
do what they want to do. And if you 
could say we'll keep the racing the 
same but we'll have lower costs, 
great, but there’s no way you can do 
that. If you go four-strokes the costs 
go out the window. If you go with 
a three-cylinder I don’t see any 
advantage to that whatsoever. Eve- 
ryone has to develop new motors 
except Honda. Our basic crankcases 
have been the same since ’84, so tell 
me that’s not cheap racing. I mean, 
sure, they've changed periodically, 
but basically that motor’s been a 
great motor. 

Then why does it still cost a million 
bucks? 

That’s a cost that racing is absorbing 
at the moment as much as they want 
to build them. And I’m not saying 
that it shouldn’t cost a million. 
Probably does.cost a million to build’ 
a 500 from scratch. What I’m saying 
is if the big boys can fight that one 
out we have to take care of the people 


from 10th on back. And I think it’s 
easier for everybody to jump in then 
hold back. 

You also said itd be good to have 
somebody in charge of GP racing, 
somebody with a lot of power. 

I think that, strangely enough, now 
the FIM’s got power, IRTA’s got 
power, I don’t know what ROPA is, 
but, the riders have power. Someone, 
I felt that someone has to be looking 
after the sport. In general terms, the 
people that actually make it happen. 
Which means that everyone in this 
sport has to make money. All the 
teams, if they’re good teams, should 
have the possibility to make money 
and not just spend it. Because if the 
teams make more money they can 
afford to pay the riders more money, 





support riders. So someone has to 
take a real hard look at the dollars 
that the teams are actually putting 
in to give the show to'the organizer. 
And the dollar value that he’s 
actually paying for that show. 
Because I know that he’s paying the 
same amount of money for his show 
that he was 10 years ago. 

In what sense is that? 

The purse hasn’t gone up any. The 
only thing that’s gone up probably 
is sanctioning fees. So what’s actu- 
ally happened is . . . I know that I 
won. the World Championship in 
1978 on a budget of $350,000, and 
I did 250 and 750 championships too. 
And what would that get you today? 
That wouldn’t get you out of the 
garage. When riders cost two million 


Roberts 
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they can afford to spend more money 
on equipment, hospitality. 

What would this person do? What’s 
the most important issue to be 
addressed? Is it TV? Is it to keep the 
cost of racing down? Is it to get 
people to the races? 

I think the people come. Going to 
the best facilities with the best 
promotion is key. And not what the 
Italians or the French or Americans 
feel is the race they need to go to 
in that country. “Oh, this race track 
hasn’t had a race for three years, they 
need it.” Because we need now to 
start building. The TV is being built. 
The people come to the races. We 
have to start taking some money out 
of the show to put back into the 
teams. Because team costs are going 
sky high and riders have more costs 
also. Especially the non-factory 





bucks, three million bucks. That was 
a screw-up, of course, by Ago. That’s 
the cost. Bikes are a million. 

What does it cost to run a 500 team? 
Millions. Three-four. 


For one rider? 

I don’t know because I’ve never run 
a one rider team. You could run a 
good team, a decent team for five 
million bucks. 

Why hasn’t it been able to attract 
non-tobacco sponsors? 

Pepsi was a non-tobacco sponsor. 
That was the only one and they’re 
gone and they weren’t much of a 
sponsor as far as what it costs to run 
a team. 

Personally I think that it isn’t where 
it needs to be yet. It really needs to 
be more organized. It needs to be a 
cleaner package. This year had some 
giant steps forward and some giant 








steps back in my opinion. We need 
key marketing people. You can’t take 
a mechanic and expect him to sell 
marketing and promotions and 
sponsorship. The FIM is just too old 
to accept a fact that it’s a business 
because the changes they make are 
crazy. The complexity of GP racing 
now far succeeds the people that are 
in the FIM. And I think to have a 
major team at this moment is very 
costly and I think there’s a lot of 
people that feel that if they don’t 
have Lawson or Wayne Rainey we 
don’t want to run a team. If we don’t 
have the best equipment we don’t 
want to run a team. I think there’s 
that kind of attitude in the motor- 
cycle business. “Oh, we'd give you 
the money to run a team if we had 


Eddie Lawson.” I mean what kind 
of shit is that? That’d be like saying 
we'd give you the kind of money to 
runa Formula One team if you could 
get Senna. Where do youstart? When 
I started a team with Randy Mamola 
and Mike Baldwin, nobody even 
heard of Mike Baldwin when I took 
him over there the first year, and we 
ran on a very small budget and we 
built the team into something that 
was better than it originally started. 
And even the team Ago had his first 
year was Graeme Crosby and Gra- 
ziano Rossi, wasn’t it? 

Right. So there’s a lot of talk this 
year of people that tried to get 
Schwantz, tried to get Gardner, tried 
to get this because they had a sponsor 
that would do it if those people 
would come along. Well that’s 
putting the cart a little bit before the 


horse. You have to get built, you have 
to establish, but you have to have 


` the tools to do that and no one is 


supplying the tools. It’s on their own 
and Yamaha can’t have anymore 
teams. Honda doesn’t want any more 
teams, Suzuki only has one team. So 
what channel do you have to get a 
sponsor? Which brings us back to 
building a motor and to making a 
Hennybike if you want because you 
have a motor and you have some 
people in a garage that can build a 
chassis. I mean then you start to get 
sponsors that would say we're not 
going to win, but we’re going to be 
on television, but someday we’re 
going to win. I’m sure everybody 
would like to come in and buy my 


team, but paying for it is another 
situation altogether. 

Do you think there’s going to be a 
problem with tobacco advertising in 
the future? People are turning 
against it, Australia just went against 
it. 

I don’t know, I'm not a politician. 
I don’t know that. We’re not saying, 
“Start smoking.” If you smoke, try 
our brand, that’s all I know that 
we're saying. I- think that you’re 
really uncovering a can of worms if 
you tell someone they can’t smoke 
cigarettes. What are you saying? You 
can’t advertise cigarettes, you can’t 
advertise alcohol, you can’t advertise 
aspirins because they’re bad for you. 
I mean, it really goes all the way 
down the ladder. I’ve seen cigarette 
advertising for years; I don’t smoke: 
I don’t know. I don’t know what, 
then I’m not a politician, like I said. 
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t the recent FIM Congress 

in Holland, the Japanese 

representative on the Com- 
mission Technique (CT) reopened 
an issue that has periodically bede- 
villed those who control GP racing: 
how to restructure the premier 500cc 
class to reduce speeds and cost of 
construction in the future? 

The question is one that has been 
addressed before, and the resultant 
legislation has invariably resulted in 
a dramatic loss of spectacle and 
technical allure. Immediately after 
the last war, the FIM banned super- 
charging in order to reduce what was 
then perceived as terrifying perfor- 
mance. Result: the Velocette Roarer 
twin, Guzzi triple and Benelli four 
were all stillborn, while other thril- 
ling designs like the AJS V4, Gilera 
Rondine, BMW twin, NSU four and 
so forth had their development 
stultified — all so that GP road 
racing could be dominated for many 
years by a procession of worthy but 
unspectacular British singles, the 
AJS Porcupine twin shorn of the 
blower it was designed to accommo- 
date, and an unwieldy revamped 
Gilera four and its MV copy. It took 
GP racing a decade to recover from 
this technically backward step. 

Fast forward a quarter century 
from 1946 to 1969, and what have 
we but another attempt by the FIM 
bureaucrats to rein in technical 
progress after the most exciting and 
memorable decades in GP racing, 
which some would regard as its 
halcyon era. A decade which had 
produced such mechanical marvels 
as Honda’s five-cylinder 125 and 250 
six, Yamaha’s 125 V4, Suzuki’s 50cc 
triple and its 125 stepped-four ended 
with draconian new regulations 
being imposed which limited the 
500s toa maximum of four cylinders, 
the 50s to one, and all other classes 
to just two — with a maximum of 
six speeds in the gearbox. That killed 
off not only the Benelli four which 
won the 250 title that year, but also 
its proposed V8 stablemate, the V4 
Villa and a host of other exciting 
multi-cylinder European designs 
and ensured we had to suffer an 
unrelieved diet of Yamaha produc- 
tion racers for the best part of the 
next decade and a half in the smaller 
classes, and the customary MV 
procession in the 500 GPs till 
Yamaha and Suzuki gradually got 
interested in developing works bikes 
again. This time the reason had been 
the need to reduce costs and com- 
plication after the Japanese factories 
pulled out of racing — but the 
hamfisted decision meant that the 
ones who suffered were the small 
European teams around whom GP 
racing ought to- have been restruc- 
tured after 1967, and it killed off the 
four-stroke for good when coupled 
with the noise regulations intro- 
duced in 1976, in spite of Honda’s 
quixotic attempt to prove otherwise 
with the NR500. 

Even that wasn’t enough for the 
FIM’s Luddites: at the Berlin Con- 
gress in 1975, the CT’s German 
chairman Dr. Helmut Bonsch, for- 
merly of BMW, proposed a new 
differential formula on the grounds 
that, “We must reduce the power and 
speed of our bikes. There can be no 
doubt that in the last two or three 
years, speeds have increased beyond 
most riders’ capabilities both psy- 
chological and physical.” 

His solution? A mixed formula 
combining 500cc four-stroke singles 
with 250cc four-stroke fours and two- 
stroke twins. This time even the FIM 
had enough common sense to throw 
out this half-baked scheme — but it 
shows that even in the days when 
a good works four-cylinder two- 


~ 


stroke made a maximum of 120 bhp, 
there were those in a position of 
authority who branded these 
machines as uncontrollable devices 
which had to be banned. Of course, 
as intervening history has proved, 
they were nothing of the kind, but 
instead we are currently enjoying 
another golden era of GP racing 
which for some reason those in 
charge of it wish to abort! 

This time around though, it’s 
significant that the leaked Holland 
proposals should have. come not 
from the FIM’s in-house or co-opted 
bureaucrats, but from one of the 
Japanese manufacturers — the lead- 
ing one, in fact: Honda. Its doubly 
ironic that the man who laid these 
proposals before the FIM should be 
HRC director Mitsuhiko Aika, for in 
former times Aika-san was the chief 


V4s? It might be a nice way of 
stiffening HRC’s balance sheet, but 
as a significant means of reducing 
the cost of GP racing to those at the 
sharp end, I’m not alone in believing 
this proposal to be a non-starter. 
Since Aika-san presented them on 
behalf of the Japanese Federation 
(MFJ), one has to assume that they 
have the blessing of the other three 
manufacturers — or do they? Yama- 
ha’s CT representative Paul Butler 
was distinctly unenthusiastic about 
them, while since Aika’s position as 
MFJ delegate to the CT is being 
assumed by Suzuki’s Itoh, it'll be 
interesting to see how hard he pushes 
the HRC/MFJ proposal at future 
meetings! 

But there was one aspect of the 
HRC proposal which touches on the 
only real problem presently facing 
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mechanic for Honda’s legendary 
1960s GP team, five-cylinder 125s 
and all. In his last congress before 
retiring as Japan’s CT delegate, Aika 
presented a study prepared by Hon- 
da’s Motor Sports Division, propos- 
ing a complete overhaul of GP 
racing based not only on the present 
structure’s experience, but on Hon- 
da’s own findings based on prototype 
work they’ve already — hardly 
surprisingly — undertaken. 

Starting in 1992, the 500cc class 
would be killed off and replaced by 
GP1, for 375cc triples and 500cc 
twins, with proposed respective 
weight limits of 265/220 lb., with 
GP2 for 213 Ib. 250cc twins and GP3 
for 165 Ib. 125cc singles. This would 
permit a manufacturer to work on 
modular engines based on 125cc 
cylinders, with increased weight 
limits to reduce costs (aluminium is 
cheaper than titanium, fiberglass less 
expensive than carbon fiber), and the 
elimination of the 500 V4s in order 
to reduce both speed and costs. 
Sounds familiar, does it? 

It’s hard to see what this set of 
proposals could possibly achieve, 
apart from giving Honda’s estab- 
lished lead in three-cylinder two- 
stroke race technology a chance to 
assert itself. I cannot believe that it 
would be very long before a fuel- 
injected 375cc triple would be devel- 
oping the more than 160 bhp output 
of the current V4s — albeit at the 
cost of significant expense in junk- 
ing the existing V4 technology, and 
machinery. And as for saving costs 
— who are they trying to kid? Given 
that GP racing by the works teams 
is conducted these days on an exclu- 
sively rental rather than purchase 
basis, does that mean that the cost 
of leasing a pair of NSR375 Hondas 
for a season will be any less than it 
presently is for a brace of NSR500 





500 GP racing: the lack of availa- 
bility of a competitive, reliable V4 
engine for privateer use — not even 
a complete bike, just a sort of two- 
wheeled Cosworth DFV that Harris 
or Fior or Moriwaki or Cobas can 
wrap a chassis round and go racing 
with, if not on equal terms with the 
Japanese works bikes, at least with 
the expectation of getting in the top 
10. 


GP racing’s malaise stems not 
from excessive cost; there are teams 
with sponsors desperately trying to 
get hold of 500 V4s who can’t, and 
compared with FI car racing, GP 
motorcycle racing is dirt cheap, 
especially in relation to the amount 
of (increasing) TV exposure in key 
countries around the world. Cost is 
not a factor, and nor is the ability 
of riders to control ever more pow- 
erful machines: there will always be 
only a small handful of really top- 
class riders capable of winning races, 
just as there always has been, and 
in fact next season it appears that 
it’s a shortage of bikes which will 
cause a reduction in V5 500 GP 
ranks, not anything else. If the bikes 
were available, Mackenzie, Cadalora, 
Falappa, Campbell, Linden, Buck- 
master and several others of proven 
ability would be swelling the 500 GP 
ranks instead of being otherwise 
employed — or not, as may be. We’re 
not short of good riders, that’s for 
sure: only bikes. 

Honda’s proposal to address that 
shortage is to require all manufac- 
turers running a works team to also 
market a production racer, and/or to 
sell or lease their previous year’s 
machines to private teams, at reas- 
onable cost. This. recognizes the 
problem, but as a solution it’s about 
as good as a chair with no legs. Does 
that mean Paton and Fior have to 


comply with this provision — or 
only recognized manufacturers like 
Bimota and Cagiva? Oh — you mean 
Japanese manufacturers? What con- 
stitutes a ‘reasonable’ cost, and who 
decides on it? Can you comply by 
building works bikes and selling 
them to your sponsor’s race team? 
I won’t bore you with any more of 
the obvious angles: all this proves 
is that encouragement, not compul- 
sion, is the key to resolving this 
problem. 

And it is a problem, one which 
HRC bosses Fukui and Oguma 
implicitly recognized as long ago as 
1986 when they used an interview I 
did with them to launch Honda’s 
proposed 500cc differential formula 
based on minimum weights related 
to the number of cylinders. That 
initiative has reached partial fruition 
with the introduction of a 209 1b. 
limit for 500 twins for next season, 
with the existing 220 Ib. class barrier 
raised to 253 1b. for triples and fours. 
But in a short-term alternative also 
proposed by Aika at Maastricht, in 
the event that HRD’s 375cc formula 
was not acceptable, the four-cylinder 
limit would be raised to 297 lb. for 
1991 (with triples possibly to 275 lb.) 
with twins remaining at 209 lb. At 
the same time, restrictions would be 
imposed on carburetor (or injector) 
diameter and wheel widths/tire sizes, 
to futher discourage the horsepower 
race. This is more like it, as anybody 
who’s watched CART’s Indy car 
series on TV will affirm: this makes 
F1 look even more processional than 
it usually is, with cars that have 
restricted wings and narrower tires 
which are extremely evenly matched 
because there’s a finite limit to the 
amount of power you can get down 
on the road. This in turn means that 
the engines are under-stressed (they 
could produce more power, but 


| what’s the point if you can’t use it), 


extending mechanical life, improv- 
ing reliability, and reducing costs the 
smart way. Higher weight limits also 
reduce the dependance on exotic 
materials — though not always as 
much in practice as on paper! 
Though only proposed as a short- 
term solution, this secondary HRC/ 
MFJ formula is a much more real- 
istic basis on which to base a 
revamped 500cc category for the 
1990s, and indeed I wonder if the very 
fact of its being proposed does not 
indicate some kind of a power 
struggle within HRC itself between 
those like Fukui and Oguma who 
favor this kind of solution, based on 
differential weights, and another 
faction represented by Aika who 
favor a reduction in capacity? We 
shall probably never know, though 
the assiduity with which HRC 
pursue the 375cc route after Aika 
retires next year will perhaps tell us. 
But surely the 500cc class must be 
retained as the blue ribbon of GP 
racing, in which case the weight 
differential formula is the only 
rational route to ensuring the pres- 
ervation and expansion of the status 
quo. Making the twin-cylinder 
option attractive is a key solution to 
the dearth of privateer equipment — 
by which I mean not only a bike for 
the Niggi Schmassmans of this 
world, but also for the Niall Mack- 
enzies — but the real answer as usual 
has been identified by Kenny 
Roberts: build a proper V4 race 
engine at affordable cost with full 
spares back-up and sell it to the 
leading non-works teams. A higher 
four-cylinder weight limit would 
make such an engine pretty compet- 
itive with the works V4s — or would 
the factories be running fuel-injected 
500 twins by then? Or maybe twin- 
rotor Wankels . . . ? e

Lusk conquers 
Bermuda MX

ST. GEORGE, BERMUDA, DEC. 26 


American mini‘ace Ezra Lusk left a big 
impression on the tiny island-nation of 
Bermuda as he sailed away with all three 
moto wins in the 80cc division at the 17th 


Annual Bermuda Cycle Union 
Boxing Day MX Classic. Lusk 
returned for exhibition rides 
during the 125cc Expert motos 
where he matched wheels with class 
winner Otis Ingham. 

Lusk was on hand as part of the 
three-man American team sponsored 
by Freewheeling Honda of Douglas- 
ville, Georgia. The other team 
members, Novice Brian Stokes and 
Expert Mike Goolsby were held back 
by mechanical problems on their 
borrowed mounts. Local rising star 
Melvin “Buddy” Joell topped the 
hard-fought 250cc Expert division 
over Cory Smith, while defending 
Bermuda National Champion John 
Edness retired after the first moto due 
to bike problems. i 

The event marked the end of the 
first half of the six-month Pepsi- 
sponsored Bermuda National Cham- 
pionship Series at Coney Island MX. 
“Our racing season is only six 
months long,” explained Bermuda 
Cycle Union president Jerry Robin- 
son, “because the island's only legal 
motocross track is on government 
parkland and we aren’t permitted to 
run during the spring and summer. 
The government is afraid that tour- 
ists will not like the noise.” 

Robinson went on to say, “The 
short season and the lack of riding 
areas are frustrating for us. We go 





to the States to race whenever pos- 
sible. This year we are sending a team 
to the Amateur Nationals at Ponca 
City and Loretta Lynn’s.” 

The Gary Bailey-designed course 
features many steep hills and the 
surface is alternately sandy or hard- 
packed. Said Lusk, “I liked the track 
a lot. It reminded me of Gatorback 
MX in Florida.” 

Thousands of spectators lined the 
course and cheered loudly for Lusk 
and the local favorites. “All of our 
street bikes are limited to 100cc or 
less,” said Robinson, “maybe that’s 
why motocross is so popular here.” 

In 80cc action, Freewheeling 
Honda/PJ-1/Bell/Scott-backed 
Lusk was challenged only briefly 
when fellow Honda pilot’ Seon 
Smith kept pace during the first two 
laps of moto one. Late in the 10-lap, 
15-minute moto, Smith tangled with 
a lapped rider and was held to third 
overall via his 8-2-2 tally. Worrell 
Bean, who has been racing only two 
months, claimed runner-up honors 
behind Lusk after finishing 2-3-4. 

Series leader Otis Ingham easily 
outdistanced the competition in the 
125cc Expert action but came under 
pressure from exhibition rider Lusk. 
Said Ingham, “I really enjoyed 
watching Ezra Lusk race. I’ve learned 
some things from him, especially 
concerning jumps.” 

Kawasaki rider Buddy Joell and 








Smith went 1-2-1 and captured 
the 250cc Novice class victory. 





Suzuki pilot Cory Smith highlighted ` 


the day’s racing with wheel-to-wheel 
battles in all three 250cc Expert 
motos. Joell posted the winning 3- 
1-1 score and said, “I had the 
holeshot in the first moto but I was 
nervous and didn’t have my concen- 
tration.” Moto winner Smith said, 
“I pushed Buddy (Joell) until he 
made a mistake in a soft turn and 
gave me the lead.” 

Joell was perfect in moto two and 
led from start to finish. Runner-up 
Smith said, “I caught Joell with four 
laps to go, but he kept his cool and 
defended his lead very well.” 

Moto three saw Smith grab the 
holeshot and quickly open up a long 
lead. Before the end of the 14-lap 
moto, however, Smith’s Suzuki’s rear 
suspension faded. Joell soon found 
an opening to the front for the win 
and overall ahead of Smith. After- 
ward, runner-up Smith said, “Today 
I proved to myself that I’m a fast 
rider. I feel confident that I can finish 
at least second in the series this year.” 
Current champion and 250cc Expert 
series leader John Edness was side- 
lined after the first moto when his 
bike suffered a punctured radiator. 

In 250cc Novice action Robbie 
Smith put together the winning 1- 
2-1 score while series leader Ricky 
Nottingham was sidelined with 
mechanical problems. American 
rider Brian Stokes DNF moto one but 
came back to win the second moto 
after leader Smith stalled on the 
quarry-pit hill. 

Smith and Stokes squared off 
again in the third moto. Stokes 
showed the way until he got out of 
shape in the ‘‘wash-board” section 
and let Smith by for the win. Stokes 
netted third place gold behind Jeff 
Stephenson. 

Arch rivals Justin Belboda and 
Duprey Joell traded moto wins in the 
125cc Novice division but it was 
Honda Racing Bermuda-sponsored 
Belboda clearly on top with a 1-2- 
1 score. Concerning his second place 
finish in moto two Belboda said, “I 
tried to pass Joell, but I ran off the 
track instead!” 

First moto problems held Joell to 
7-1-3 finishes and third overall. “I 
lost my rear brakes in the first moto,” 
said Joell but I was very happy with 
the day because I had close racing 
with Belboda and I didn’t have an 
of my usual flat tires!”

It’s lenatsch’s day at 
Willow Springs RR finale

ROSAMOND, CA, DEC. 16-17 
“Tm a journalist; I'm not supposed to be fast,” 
said Nick Ienatsch at a 1988 endurance race. 

What a difference a year makes . . . 

During the course of 1989, Ienatsch rose 
from the ranks of a would-be racer to claim 
no less than eight class championships — 
three at the WERA Grand National Finals 
and five with southern California’s American 
Road Racing Association. 

But the crowning jewel has to be the 
ARRA's overall number one plate, which 
Ienatsch earned with an unprecedented 895 
points — a quantum leap over the second- 
highest total in club history set by Earl Roloff 
three years ago when he won the number one 
plate with 574 points. 

Ienatsch, 28, capped off his stellar season 
with a pair of wins at the ARRA’s final event 
of the decade at Willow Springs International 
Raceway. Riding a pair of Dunlop-shod 
Yamaha FZRs originally built by Steve 
Johnson (formerly of Kerker, now with Vance 
& Hines), Ienatsch topped both the 400 and 
600cc Superstreet classes, taking the 600cc win 
when he used a better drive out of the final 
turn to edge past similarly-mounted Mike 
Gosselaar by a fraction of a bike length. 

“I could see that he (Gosselaar) was on and 
off the gas a bit in turn eight, so I knew I 
could get him between there and the finish 
line. I didn’t think it would be that close, 
though,” Ienatsch said afterwards. 

In addition to the FZRs on which he won 
the 600cc Modified Production, 600cc Super- 
sport and Formula Two classes, Ienatsch also 
rode a John Cordona/Fours'n'More-built 
Yamaha SRX600 to top the 600cc and Formula 
Singles divisions. 

In 1990, Ienatsch will again campaign the 
FZRs with support from Vance & Hines 
Motorcycle Center of Torrance. He'll also try 
his hand at 250cc Grand Prix-class racing on 
an ex-Team Viceroy Yamaha TZ250 spon- 
sored by Del Amo Yamaha. 

With the exception of Ienatsch and second- 
place J. Andrew Milton, the ARRA overall 
series point standings were especially close 
this year, with a mere seven points blanketing 
third through sixth places. Finishing in sixth 
position was Ienatsch’s constant rival this 
season — 1988 ARRA number one Kent 
Kunitsugu, who lost his shot at the title after 
missing three races due to a crash on his 
Yamaha FZR600 early in the season. Today, 
Kunitsugu won the 600cc Modified Produc- 
tion race, but a clutch failure kept him from 
the later 600cc Superstreet race. 

Barry Burke, 26, from Agoura Hills, 
California, rode his Yamaha FZR to an easy 








win in the day’s feature race — the final round 
of the ARRA Miller High Life Formula One 
Series. Burke had clinched the series cham- 
pionship at the preceding round, but today 
he iced the cake by defeating two of America’s 
top Superbike pilots — Scott Russell, in his 
last ride on a Yoshimura Suzuki Superbike 
and new Vance & Hines recruit Thomas 
Stevens on a Yamaha FZR750RR OWOl. 

The first start was red-flagged when three 
riders tangled and fell unhurt in turn one. 
Burke then took the lead at the restart, and 
turned lap times in the low 1:27 bracket 
(unofficial stopwatches showed high 1:26s) on 
his way to an uncontested victory. 

Behind him, Russell and Stevens came from 
the last row of the grid to wage a war for 
second place with Stevens showing renewed 
vigor after a year spent in the shadow of former 
Team Viceroy Yamaha teammate John 
Kocinski. Stevens caught and passed Russell 
on the inside of high-speed turn eight before 
pulling into the pits with just one lap 
remaining in the 10-lap affair. 

Stevens’ retirement promoted Kunitsugu 
and his Hollywood Yamaha FZR1000 to third, 
followed closely by Lee Shierts and Curtis 
Adams on Suzuki GSXRs. 

“This is the first time we've used the 1000cc 
motor since I won the Formula USA National 
here,” said Burke of his Yamaha, which is 
prepared by brothers Jim and Mitch Leonard, 
“but that (the F-USA Nat'l) was like ‘sleep 
riding’ after the 24-Hour (which Burke helped 
the Human Race Team win.) When we get 
a little time to match the chassis to the motor, 
we'll be better off.” Burke is sponsored by 
Yamaha Motor Corp., RK Chain, ‘Z’ Leathers, 
Dr. John’s Frame Shop, Arai, Spectro, Fox, 
HTS Racing Fiberglass, Barnett, Dyno-Jet, 
Kerker and ICRT.

Hunnicutt hammers

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, DEC. 10 
Kawasaki's Ted Hunnicutt got the all- 
important lead right off the start in very dusty 
conditions and stayed there to win the Dirt 
Diggers MC Winter Hare Hare Scrambles held 
at Charlie’s Place near Red Mountain. 

The 250cc rider nearly lost that dustless lead 
when he confused the red and white striped 
ribbon course markers at the start of the trail 
for the bomb return. Hunnicutt had to stop, 
check out the horizon, and finally spotted 
spectators and day glow markers up ahead 
signaling he was on the right course. 

“That stop was almost a big mistake,” said 
Hunnicutt. “Right after I made the right hand 
turn, somebody got right behind me.” 

Making up for a two-kick start, Derrick 
Paiement pulled out all the stops and was 
able to file in behind Hunnicutt by the end 
of the bomb, Just seconds behind were Tom 
Willis and Randy Mosely, followed by the 
pack headed by Abe Baumann, Sean Bradley 
and Downhill Alexander. 

The next 25 miles was fast open desert for 
Hunnicutt. Trying to challenge him for the 
lead was Willis, who said every time he got 
close enough, the dust would change direc- 
tions, forcing him to back off. A determined 
Mosely stayed on Willis’ tail through the first 
loop of the $5-mile course, while Paiement 
brought up the rear of the leading foursome. 
The quartet entered pit row in the same order, 
Hunnicutt a minute-and-a-half ahead of the 
other three. Fifth out of the pits was ATK's 
Paul Krause, who had a bad start and played 
catch-up the entire loop. 

“All I did was eat dust and pass people,” 
Krause said. “I was able to pass Greg Searle 
and Sean Bradley in the pits because I didn’t 
need gas with my big tank and four-stroke. 
That gave me free trail to the leaders.” 

Searles was sixth out of the pits, followed 
by Bradley, Stearns, Phil Gargone and 
Baumann. : 

Hunnicutt continued his trouble-free ride 
to take the checkered flag first on his Kawasaki 
Team Green/Dunlop/Renthal/Tsubaki/Pro 
Circuit/Acerbis/Bell Ray/Scott USA/AXO- 
sponsored KX250. Willis bumped into a 
lapped rider 15 miles from the finish, allowing 
Mosely to pass him. Willis was soon beside 
Mosely and the duo diced through the 
remainder of the course with Willis’ Open 
bike getting the best of Mosely’s 250cc at the 
end. Paiement cruised through the last few 
miles to claim fourth place, while Krause 
charged in fifth. 

Searles maintained sixth to the finish over 
Bradley, while Stearms and Gorgone claimed 
the eighth and ninth overall places. Vet rider 
Ken Parry rounded out the top 10.

Dahners wins Mason 
County Hare Scrambles

Jason Dahners conquered flood waters at 
Mason County Fairgrounds to capture the 
hare scrambles win in the last of the NMA 
Off-Road Series points events.

Recovering from the early ordeal, Dahners 
edged around two-thirds of the expert riders 
during the first 27 minutes. 

At the finish of lap four, Odom had a 
minute lead over second place Dahners, who 
stopped for gas. Meanwhile, Williams, Keezer 
and Norman charged through the pits. 
Dahners then swooped out onto the course 
with the compulsion to challenge and 
establish his own pace. 

Dahners was on the gas for the next 10 miles, 
until he motored around Odom to attain the 
lead. Odom lost 15 seconds in the chase, before 
Dahners disappeared into the woods. Behind 
by several minutes, Williams, Keezer and 
Norman gathered momentum. Williams was 
soon overtaken by Keezer. Dahners went on 
to capture the win despite being uncertain 
about the position he held. 

“I just kept pushing,” said Dahners. 

Two minutes later, Odom edged across the 
line for second overall, and first in the 200cc 
A class. 

Keezer skillfully commanded third, while 
Williams and Norman captured forth and 
fifth overall. 

Completing three loops, Ladies first place 
went to Carol Williams.

Beleagured Senator Alan Cranston, 
author of the infamous California 
Desert Protection Act (S11),.canceled 
plans to get married — for the third 
time — on Christmas Eve. Cranston, 
who is receiving heat for his contro- 
versial involvement in the Lincoln 
Savings & Loan scandal, said he 
canceled the wedding because he 
didn’t want to his. wife-to-be to be 
caught up in the swirl of criticism 
being thrown his way. 


Several days after Cranston 
announced he was canceling his 
wedding, on December 22 the 





Senate Ethics Committee an- 
nounced that it will begin inves- 
tigation of alleged influence ped- 
dling by Cranston and four other 
senators who are accused of 
interfering with government reg- 
ulators on behalf of Lincoln S&L. 
The Ethics Committee will deter- 
mine whether the senators vio- 
lated ethics rules by intervening 
for Lincoln after its owner, 
Charles H. Keating Jr., donated 
$1.3 million to election cam- 
paigns and other causes sup- 
ported by the senators. Cranston 
received $47,000 in campaign 
contributions from Keating, who 
also contributed $850,000 to 
voter-registration groups sup- 
ported by Cranston. 


On the same day the Senate Ethics 
Committee inquiry of Cranston and 
the four other senators was 
announced, Californian Republican 
Senator Pete Wilson’s office 
announced that Wilson had returned 
approximately $16,000 in campaign 
contributions that were given to him 
in 1985 by Keating. A spokesmen 
from Wilson’s office said, “We did 
not do anything for Mr. Keating and 
if he thought his contributions 
would acquire such influence, he 
was badly mistaken.”
